The Price of Commodities the 


Lowest Ever Known. 


Condition of Industries Governed by 


the Fall in Prices. 


Failures for 189-4 13,885, With tlabllitlei 


of §172,992,856—Iron and Steel Trade 


Depressed—Jlost of the Cotton IMills 


at Work—Boot and. Shoe Output. 


NOT THIS SESSION. 


NEW.YOBK, Jan. 
5.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade Saturday 
says: 


•'Failures for 1894 are fully reported 


this week, being 13,885 in the United 
States and 1,856 in the Dominion of 
Canada. 
Liabilities in the 
United 


States were 8173,992,856, and in Canada 
817,016,215. Keither the decrease of 
over half in this country nor the in- 
crease of over 40 per cent, in Canada 
Is surprising1, but the statement shows 
that most of the decrease in the United 
States is in manufacturing liabilities, 
while the entire increase in Canada is 
liabilities of trading concerns. 


"The complete review of different 


branches of business given Friday 
places in a clear lisrkt the fact that 
prices of commodities are at the lowest 
level ever known. Eight years ago, in 
July, prices averaged only 73,69 per 
cent, of the prices for the same articles 
and in the same markets January 1, 
1860, 
and this remained the lowest 


point ever touched until August 10, 
1893, 
when the average fell to 72.76, 


but early this year prices dropped be- 
low all previous records, and have 
never recovered, the average Decem- 
ber 26 being only 69.73 per cent, of the 
price in 18CO- The range was very little 
higher at the end of the year, and 
about as low October 25. 


"The fall since a year ago has been 


per cent., but very unequal in dif- 


ferent branches. In iron and steel 
products, 14 per cent.; in wool, 13.4 per 
Cent.; in woolens and cottons, about 15 
per cent. 
These 
changes contrast 


sharply with the decline of wages paid 
per hour's work, which, as was shown 
last week, average only 1.2 per cent, 
less than a year ago. 


"Railway tonnage closed the year at 


Chicago 20 per cent, smaller than last 
year, but at Indianapolis and St. Louis 
larger than a year ago, and earnings 
since the first week of December have 
been about as large as last year. For 
the year all United. States roads have 
thus far reported 11.9 per cent, less 
than last year for the same weeks or 
months, and 16.5 per cent, less than 
1S92, the decrease opening from 13.7 
per cent, in January to 21 per cent, in 
June, while August showed a slight in- 
crease over last year and December 
thus far a slight increase. 


"Prices of stocks have varied during1 


the year comparatively little, except 
for trusts. 
During the greater part of 


the year business has been disturbed 
by monetary apprehensions, the gold 
reserve, in the treasury having fallen 
dangerously low. Two sales of 850,- 
000,000 5 per cent, bonds gave only tem- 
porarily relief, and at the end of the 
year the free gold had again dropped 
to about 883,394,032. 


"The exports of 84,550,000 in gold 


this week are not because of merchan- 
dise movement, for the excess of ex- 
ports over imports of merchandise has 
been from 530,000,000 to 530,000,000 per 
month. 
Unquestionably large with- 


drawals of foreign capital, through, 
sales of securities and otherwise, have 
caused the outgo, the duration and ex- 
tent of which therefore depends upon 
other than commercial elements. 


'Extraordinary abundance of money 


has resulted from the general dullness 
of trade, and the movement to this 
center has been unprecedented 
in 


volume. 


'The condition of industries has been 


largely governed by the fall in prices, 
and while production is much greater 
than a year ago, the aggregate increase 
being fairly measured by the increase 
of 8.24 per cent, in hours of work done 
in November, compared with the pre- 
vious year, it has been the controlling1 
feature in almost every important in- 
dustry that consumption has not kept 
pace -with the output, and has not sus- 
tained prices, 


• 'In iron and steel the lowest prices 


of the year are at the close, and the 
lowest ever known, the demand call- 
ing for less than half the usual quan- 
tity of rails, with large decrease in 
many other branches, though probably 
the use of structural forms was larger 
in 1894 than ever before. 


"The woolen industry records a pro- 


duction for the year of about a quarter 
less than normal, and for the last four 
months 28.47 per cent, less than in 1892 
in quantity of wool consumed, but in 
value of product the decrease was, of 
course, greater. 


"The cotton industry, while-mater- 


ally close to the cheapest point ever 
known, keeps most of the mills at 
work, but by selling goods at prices 
quite unprecedented. 


'The output of boots and shoes has 


been the largest known in number of 
pairs, but besides a fall in price below 
all records there has been a general 
preference for the lower prided goods, 
and the attempted advance in prices 
on account of the rise in leather caus- 
ed a marked decreased in orders. 


"The year has been especially note- 


worthy for the lowest prices of wheat 
and cotton on record. 
Both suffer 


from wholly unprecedented accumula- 
tions of stocks, crops being larger. 
Outside this country wheat production 
has not increased enough to justify a 
price of sixty cents at New York, and 
the accumulation is largely due to false 
reports of yield, intended to frighten 
bu3-ers and raise prices. The same in- 
fluence has been felt in cotton, which 
is also affected by world-wide depres- 
sion, in business and decrease in con- 
sumption of goods. In other produce 
markets the year has been relatively 
less important,"

"It is not a favorable 
time to urge such a measure," said 
Senator Davis of the foreign relations 
committee. "Times have beerrso hard 
and the people do no like the prospect 
of increasing expenses or creating an 
additional debt. The short session of 
congress is not a favorable time to 
urge such a measure, as sufficient time 
can be easily consumed to secure its 
defeat." 


There are other senators who discuss 


the question in much the same way. 
Several of those" who favor the" project 
think that the present consideration of 
the measure is a good thing, as more 
or less discussion is bound to be had. 
This is the view of Senator Wliite of 
California, who favors the canal, but 
does not see the possibility of gettir. g 
the bill through at this session. Sena- 
tor White sa\rs that the proposition to 
send an engineer commission to Nic- 
aragua to make another examination 
and survey, is merely a dilatory one 
put forward by the opponents of the 
project to prevent Action.

TrTE" SPERRY BM.L. 


Another Scheme to .Relieve the Condition 


of the Treasury. 


WAsmirGTOX, Jan. 5.—The following 


are the main features of" the Sperry 
bill: 


That the secretary of the treasury 


may issue in a sum - not exceeding in 
the aggregate all the United States 
notes now outstanding, including all 
legal tender notes issued under the 
acts of February 25, 1862, July 11, 1862, 
and March 3, 1863, and all treasury 
notes issued under the act of July 14, 
1890, 
coupon or registered bonds of the 


United States at the option of the 
purchasers thereof, payable in gold 
coin of the United States of the pres- 
ent standard value, bearing interest 
payable quarterly, in such coin, at the 
rate of 3 per cent, per annum, 


Said bonds shall be of the denomina- 


tions of §10, S50, S100, 8200, S500, 31,000 
or 810,000, at the option of the pur- 
chasers. Said bonds shall be payable 
at the option of the United States ten 
years from the date of their issue, and 
shall be due and payable thirty years 
from the date of their issue. 


From and after the passage of this 


act all United States legal tender 
notes 
and all 
treasury 
.notes is- 


sued under the provisions' of the 
act mentioned, which shall be re- 
deemed in gold coin at the treasury of 
the United States, shall be canceled 
and destroyed and shall not again be 
reissued, and the secretary of the 
treasury is authorized and required to 
sell and" dispose of at public or private 
sale, within his discretion, any of the 
bonds issued under this act.at not less 
than their par value for gold coin, to 
an amount equal to the amount of all 
such United States notes and treasury 
notes so redeemed, canceled or de- 
stroyed. 


Whenever the amount of gold coin 


and gold bullion in the treasury of the 
United States which is hot held for the 
redemption of gold certificates out- 
standing falls below the amount of 
§100,000.000, the secretary of the treas- 
ury is authorized to sell any of the 
bonds issued under this act, at not less 
than their par value in gold coin, to 
such an amount as shall be necessary 
to restore the amount of gold coin and 
gold bullion in the treasury of the 
United States which is not- held for the 
redemption of gold certificates out- 
standing to the amount of $100,000,000. 


WOOL TRADE. 


>'ew Tork Has a Scheme to Become the 


Center of the Trade in America. 


YORK, Jan. 5.—The wool mer-^ 


chants of this city have now about car- 
ried into effect a scheme which they 
expect will revolutionize the wool busi- 
ness of this country and make New 
York practically the 'center of the 
wool trade. The plan involves the 
building of an immense warehouse for 
the storage of wool, the forming of a 
\\~ool exchange, the establishment of a 
bank which will be primarily identi- 
fied with wool interests, and the organ- 
ization of a club which, by bringing 
wool merchants into closer relations 
with each other, will concentrate the 
trade in this city. 


The warehouse is in process of con- 


struction and arrangements have been 
made for organizing and chartering 
the Wool exchange. A bank has been 
secured, and the Wool . club, with an 
enrolled membership of 250, is only 
awaiting' quarters to go into full oper- 
ation. Mayor Strong is president of 
the Wool club. The warehouse will be 
completed May 1. • It is the" general 
belief that the wool' trade center will 
soon be transferred 
from Boston to 


New York.
